WASHINGTON. Nov. 14 — In- 
quiry by the Post-Dispatch dis- 
closed today that ‘Judge’ Wel- 
burn Mayock, generai counse] of 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee and formerly persona] attor- 
ney for Edwin W Pauley, made 
long-distance telephone calls last 
May to six state attorneys gener- 
al, urging them te support pend- 
ing quitclaim legislation that 
would forever renounce federal 
rights to the oil-rich tidelands of | 
the nation. In making the calls 
he identified himself as the com- 
mittee’s genera! counsel. 

The telephone calls were made 
from the headquarters of the 
Democratic Nationa] Committee 
on the second floor of the May- 
flower Hotel, and were charged 
in routine fashion te the operat- 
ing expenses of the committee. 

Pauley is president of the Petrol 
Corporation of California. which 
has a heavy stake in tidelands oil 
deposit: of that state.* He was 
chiefly responsible for Mayock’s 
appointment as general counsel of 
the committee, which became ef- 
fective in August, 1944, after 
Mayock had assisted in the politi- 
cal campaign of that year on a 
volunteer basis. Mayock told the 
Post-Dispatch he received no 8al- 
ary from the committee, but was 
paid expenses.

The disclosure that Mayock 
took an emphatic hand in lining 
up the attorneys general in behalf 
of the quitclaim bills is the first 
development connecting that 50- 
called “nation-wi movement 
with headquarters* of the Demo- 
cratie National Committee. May- 
ock told the Post-Dispatch that 
the committee itself had nothing 
whatever to do with his telephone 
calls, which he said were made 
o n his initiative due to his deep 
interest in the tidelands contro 
versy and in states’ rights 

Spokesmen for the pending quit- 
claim measures have described the 
supporting brief filed with Con- 
gress by 46 state attorneys gen- 
eral as the result of virtual spon- 
taneous combustion on the part of 
these state officials, who are rep- 
resented as fearing federal en- 
croachment on docks and harbors 
and shrimp in navigable waters.

LEONID METEORS 
DUE TONIGHT, IF 
STILL IN THE SKY 


Cloud of Comet Dust May 


Have Vanished, Says Wash- 


ington U. Astronomer, 


The Leonid meteors, parts of a 
cloud of comet dust crossed by 
the earth’s path each November 
and made incandescent by friction 
with the atmosphere under the 
pull of gravity, are scheduled for 
their annual appearance here to- 
night, tomorrow and Friday. 

“Look toward the northeastern 
horizon for about three hours aft- 
er midnight, and maybe-you will 
see them and maybe you wil) not,” 
said Dr. Jessica Young Stephens, 
assistant professor of mathemat- 
ics and astronomy at Washington 
University 

“The Leonids are capricious. 
They are scheduled for big shows 
during five-year periods occur- 
ring every 300 years. At that time 
the earth approaches close to the 
main body of where the particles 
should be. We had a heavy show- 
er in 1866 and a fair show in 1901, 
but the 1932 display was disap- 
pointing.” 

Dr. Stephens said that scientists 
believe that the Leonid meteors 
have either been dispersed or have 
been drawn permanently out of 
the earth’s path. One theory is 
that the gravitational pull of the 
planet Jupiter has attracted them 
away from the earth’s orbit.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP)— 
Attorney General Clark today an- 
nounced the indictment of 45 cor- 
porations, 34 individuals and a 
trade association on charges of 
conspiring to fix non-competitive 
prices for artificial limbs. 


The indictment, returned by the 
District of Columbia grand jury, 
alleged anti-trust violations in 
the manufacture, assembly, dis- 
tribution, sale and fitting of arti- 
ficial limbg throughout ‘the Unit- 
ed States 

Clark said the alleged conspir- 
acy “deprived the Veterans Ad- 
ministration of the opportunity to 
make artificial limbs for war vet- 
erans” and also: 

1. Forced the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration, various state agencies, 
and war veterans buying limbs 
direct from manufacturers to pay 
‘non-competitive prices. 

2. Prevented various charitable 
institutions from making artificial 
limbs for indigent patients free 
of charge. 

3% Impeded and discouraged the 
development and improvement of 
the utility and comfort of artifi- 
cial limbs.

MANILA, Nov..14 (AP) — The 
story of the bayoneting and burn- 
ing alive of two American airmen 


was added today to the long list || 


of atrocities charged against Japa- 
nese goldiers in the Philippines. 

Bodies of the flyers, gunners 
from a twin-engined plane that 
crashed off Cebu, were found by 
an American officer in charge of 
graves registration who testified 
before the United States military 
commission trying Lt. Gen, Tomo- 
yuki Yamashita on war crimes 
charges. 


Yamashita is accused of respon- | 


sibility for masg atrocities by his 
troops. 

The officer exhibited pictures of 
the charred bodies, their hands 
still tied behind their backs, and 
said he had found marks at the 
base of the men’s necks where 
they had been struck by a heavy 
instrument. A Filipino told him 
the men had been bayonetted be- 
side a hole, their bodies covered 
with gasoline and ignited. One 
man struggled to the edge of the 
hole where his pleas for water 
were met with a deluge of gaso- 
line which Japanese soldiers 
ignited again. 

Two Catholic nuns testified that 
Japanese troops removed an 
American flyer from their care 
and the last they saw of him the 
Yank was being prodded along a 
road, 

They said the airman, who gave 
his name as Paul Mansella, was 
burned on the arms and legs. He 
was brought to the compound on 
Cebu by natives who found him on 
a beach. 


Ordar,-by. Yamashitas..-. 
Yamashita’s interpreter told the 
commission he saw Japanese mili- 
tary police behead 26 Filipino men 
and one woman in 40 minutes at 
a north Manila cemetery. The 


witness, who worked for the south 


Manila military police garrison, 
told of seeing an order to the gar- 
rison signed by Yamashita com- 
mending the work and treatment 
of guerrillas in and around Manila. 

The prosecution speedily pre- 
sented a series of new witnesses 
who told of other bayonet killings 
and burning of civilians through- 
out the archipelago. 

One woman, whose husband had 
his tongue cut out by the Japa- 
nese was intercepted before the 
courtroom and found in a routine 
search to be carrying two rocks 
in her purse. Asked what they 
were for, she said: 

“To throw at dogs.” 

This woman and a 16-year-old 
girl told of being raped at Tana- 
uan, Batangas province, by Japa- 
nese who killed 500 civilians. 

Sister Mary Trinitas of the 
Maryknoll order related details of 
killings at Fort Santiago, where 
some civilians were tied in corri- 
dors “in positions similar to 
Christ on the cross.” 

Brutality at Prison. 

A Chinese, editor of a local pa- 
per, said he saw many acts of 
cruelty at the prison where he 
served as an orderly for over a 
year while being detained as a 
suspected guerrilla. Some persons 
were strung from the ceiling by 
rope and allowed to fall on boards 
with nails protruding. Others 
were pumped full of soapy water 
and guards then jumped upon 
their stomachs, he related.

CHUNGKING, Nov. 14 (AP)—

BATAVIA, Nov. 14 (AP)— 
Fighting raged with unabated 
fury in Soerabaja today, and in 
Batavia British Maj. Gen. D. C. 
Hawthorn accused the command- 
er of the Japanese Sixteenth 
Army and his chief of staff of 
having deliberately handed over 
arms to “unruly elements” in 
Java. 

A dispatch from Associated 
Press Correspondent Vern Haug- 
land in Soerabaja said British In- 
dian troops battling in the heart 
of the naval] base hurled Sack 
three suicidal Indonesian attacks 
in the night, killing more than 
100 Indonesians and suffering six 
casualties of their own in fight- 
ing for the Kota railway station 
and marshalling yards. The Brit- 
ish threw a 25-pounder barrage 
against Indonesians entrenched in 
prewar Dutch-built concrete pill- 
boxes in the area. 


British Taking Time. 


Haugland reported that the 
British were moving slowly in 
order to keep their casualties 
low, and that it might take most 
of this week to clear out the re- 
maining half of Soerabaja still in 
nationalist hands. 

A reliable unofficial estimate 
Placed the number of Indonesians 
opposing the British in Soerabaja 
at between 15,000 and 18,000 men, 
including many armed with 
spears. 

The new Indonesian premier, 
Sutan Sjahrir, was preparing ,to 
go to Soerabaja in an attempt to 
bring about a cessation of hostil- 
ities. ) 

The Dutch news agency 
A.N.E.T.A. said that Dr. W. M. F. 
‘Mansvelt, political adviser to Act- 
ing Governor General Hubertus J. 
van Mook, had “disappeared” and 
was believed to have been kid- 
naped by Indonesian extremists. 


Planes Again in Action. 


The nationalists fought from 
pillboxes and air raid shelters in 
the heart of the city against Fifth 
Indian Division troops driving on 
government buildings still in na- 
tive hands. British planes made 
several strikes against the build- 
ings. 

Two Indian soldiers were killed 
and six wounded yestertlay in In- 
donesian infiltrations in _ the 
Grand Hotel sector following a 
heavy, organized native attack on 
the east flank of the British line, 
which was beaten back only 
when heavy concentrations of ar- 
‘tillery were brought to bear. An- 
other Indian soldier was killed in 
an artillery exchange. 

} In the harbor, a Japanese 10,- 
000-ton ship was burned out. Sabo- 
tage was suspected. 

Some 8000 refugees moved into 
British-held areas, seeking food 
and water. Soerabaja's water sys- 
tem has been rendered inoperative 
in the fighting. 

New Indonesian Cabinet. 

An almost entirely new cabinet 
of young university-educated men 
took over the reins of the Indo- 
nesian republic’s government to- 
day, bent on ending the fighting 
at Soerabaja and restoring order 
throughout the country. 

Sjahrir said in a formal state- 
ment that the new cabinet thinks 
the time is ripe for instituting 
several mfeasures “aimed at de- 
mocratizing the administrative 
structure of the country.” The 
first such step was the formation 
of the cabinet itself, free of any 
taint of collaboration with the 
Japanese. Sjahrir himself had re- 
fused to take any office under the 
Japanese, and Amir Sjarifuddin, 
his chief colleague, now minister 
of internal security, was impris- 
oned, tortured and sentenced to 
death for underground anti-fascist 
‘activities. The sentence was r 
voked only because-of the Japa- 
nese surrender. 

The cabinet will meet as s00n as 
two members from troubled east- 
ern Java arrive, and a new Policy 
statement will be approved and is- 
sued. Directly after this meeting 
Sjahrir, Sjarifuddin and three 
members of their working com- 
mittee will go to Soerabaja and 
attempt to stop hostilities. Sjari- 
fuddin was confident this could 
be done with co-operation from 
the British. 

Formal Jap Surrender. 

In Batavia, the two Japanese 
generals accused of the unauthor- 
ized surrender of their arms were 
bundled off by plane to Singapore 
to face charges. 

Hawthorn administered a verbal 
lashing to the two officers, Lt. 
Gen. Yiuchiro Nagano and his 
chief of staff, Maj. Gen. Moichiro 
Yamamoto, at a formal surrender 
ceremony, held six weeks after the 
arrival of British troops. The Japa- 
nese generals surrendered their 
swords to Hawthorn, who is com- 
mander of the Twenty-third Indian 
Division. 

“You have, in my opinion, delib- 
erately and dishonorably failed to 
carry out the terms of surrender 
imposed upon your nation by the 
Allied powers,” he told the gen- 
erals. 

Maj. Gen, Junji Nakamura, an- 
other Japanese Sixteenth Army 
staff officer, was flown to Sing&a- 
pore in the same plane with Na- 
gano and Yamamoto.

Lead is among the 
heavy chemical elements whose 
splitting, if it could be done, prob- 
ably would yield enough atomic 
energy for either bombs or pow- 
er. Allied experiments have shown 
no means of splitting lead atoms. 
The appearance of protons when 
lead atoms are hit by cosmic rays 
is not necessarily a sign of split- 
ting.) 

Izvestia said Peter Kapitza, the 
Soviet Union’s foremost expert in 
atomic research, had played a 
leading role in the building of a 
power magnet for the expedition. 

Kapitza studied and worked for 
13 years at Cambridge as a pro- 
tege of the late Lord Rutherford, 
famed British scientist and one of 
the pioneers in experiments of 
radioactivity, transmutation of ele- 
ments and splitting the atom. 

He returned to Russia in 1934, 
and began work at the great Mag- 
netic Institute built for him out- 
side Moscow.

Explosion of $70,000,000 
I]. G. Farben Plant 
Knocks Down  Build- 
ings Nearby. 


EBENHAUSEN, Germany, Nov. 
14 (AP) — The $70,000,000 I. G. 
Farben-controlled plant which fed 
the Nazi war machine 5 per cent 
of its nitrocellulose supply, was 
blown up yesterday as the Allies 
continued demolition of Germany’s 
war industries, 

In a single explosion the plant’s 
two major units a five-story 


nitrate building and a power plant 
—were reduced to rubble. They 
went up in a sheet of flame fo)l- 
lowed by a. blast which knocked 
down nearby buildings and sent 
clouds of smoke billowing. 

Like the Farben powder plant 
at Kaufbteren, which was 
wrecked Monday, the plant here 
was a subsidiary of the Farben 
system. Its 2300 workers during 
the war included 1500 imported 
slave laborers. The Ebenhausen 
plant produced 1000 tons of nitro- 
cellulose and 350 tons of nitro- 
cellulose powder monthly until it 
was damaged for the first time 
by Allied bombers last April. 

It was the second time the Allies 
had destroyed the Ebenhausen 
plant. It first was demolished in 
1919 but was rebuilt later by the 
Germans. sd 

Next on the Allied demolition 
list is a $65,000,000 nitrocellulose 
and powder plant at Aschau. The 
date for the blowing up of this 
war potential has not yet been set.

Can’t Be Done by Force. 

Ruml said world government 
cannot be imposed by force nor 
successfully negotiated today by 
statesmen. “To impose or to ne- 
gotiate a world government under 
existing conditions of prejudice 
and hate,” Rum! said, “would do 
nothing more than set the stage 
for world civil war.” 

Rum! said that “with 20 years 
to spare, the moral and psycho- 
logical foundation for world peace 
can be laid,” since it takes only 12 
years, the period between the age 
of two and 14, “to implant a basic 
culture in the mind of man” and

AFL Hoisting Engineers’ Local 
513, anticipating the lifting of fed- 
eral wage restrictions next Sun- 
day, yesterday sent the Master 
Builders’ Association, the Munici- 
pal Contractors’ Association and in- 
dividual contractors a list of wage 
demands, which they said would 
become effective next Monday. 
John T. Wiley, attorney for the 
union, said the lists were mailed 
before the union became aware 
that War Labor Board regulations 
had been extended until Dec. 31. 
Wiley said he anticipated a hear- 
ing of the demands before a fed- 
eral labor conciliator here on Fri- 
day. 

Three Wage Brackets. 

In its letter, the union an- 
nounced a wage scale of $2.50 an 
hour for operators of major power 
units used on construction jobs. 
These include power shovels, 
cranes, drag lines, pile drivers, 
trenching machines, combination 
concrete hoists and mixers and 
other power-operated devices. The 
wage list specifies that an oiler, 
at $1.25 an hour, must be em- 
ployed on some of the machines, 
in addition to the engineer. An 
increase of 50 cents an hour, to 
$2, is demanded for operators of 
secondary power units. 

A representative of the two 
contractors’ associations said con- 
tractors can not absorb the in- 
crease and he expected a rejec- 
tion of the demands in their pres- 
ent form. Especially objection- 
able were what he termed 
“feather-bedding” features of the 
demands, which would require a 
master mechanic and a helper on 
all jobs where five or more en- 
gineers are employed. The scale 
for masters mechanics is set at 
$2.75 an hour, and helpers at $2. 

Other demands to which con- 
tractors object are payment for 
a full eight hours for any portion 
of a day worked, and four hours’ 
“reporting pay” for engineers who 
report on a job and then are in- 
formed the job will not run that 
day. The work week is five days, 
with double time for overtime 
work, which must be of an emer- 
gency nature to preserve life or 
property and must have the sanc- 
tion of the union’ business agent. 
Construction Projects Involved. 

Included in the proposed build- 
ing program in the St. Louis dis- 
trict are federal housing and high- 
way projects, public utilities, 
schools, new industries and indus- 
trial expansion. Bids on the new 
Ford Motor Co. plant, which con- 
templates an ultimate expenditure 
of $8,000,000, are to be received 
this week. Other large companies 
‘planning expansion or recondition- 
ing include Union Electric, Fa- 
mous - Barr, International Har- 
vester, Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone, American Car & Foundry 
Co., and American Can Co. 

Next to the hoisting engineers 
in high building wage scales here 
are plasterers, bricklayers, iron 
workers, heavy haulers, and lath- 
ers, who receive $1.90 an hour; 
electricians, $1.87%; cement fin- 
ishers, $1.81; roofers, $1.87%; 
plumbers, $1.75; painters, $1.65, 
and carpenters, $1.70. 

Increases were granted this year 
to bricklayers, from $1.75 an hour: 
carpenters, from $1.50; cement 
finishers, from $1.57%; _ electri- 
cians, from $1.75; plasterers, from 
$1.75, and slate and tile roofers, 
from $1.75. Demands for further 
increases are expected in 1946, 
when the building program begins 
to take shape. 

Newell Former Boss of Union. 

Hoisting Engineers’ Local 513 
has about 1000 members, including 
approximately 300 men carrying 
work permit cards. The local was 
formerly dominated by Joseph 
(Buck) Newell, notorious labor 
boss, who was shot and killed in 
June, 1943, by his stepson. At 
the time of his death Newell was 
under indictment in a labor dis- 
pute over construction of a gov- 
ernment-financed pipeline near 
Cape Girardeau. Earlier he had 
withheld membership in his union 
from employes of Concrete Aggre- 
gates, Inc., which for’ three 
months was prevented from filling 
a defense contract at the Weldon 
Spring TNT plant.

RETURNING SERVICE MEN GET 
REFUNDS ON 1942-43 TAXES 


A-‘welcome surprise in the form 
of substantial refunds on 1942 and 
1943 income taxes is being experi- 
enced by hundreds of returning 
service men and women at the In- 
ternal Revenue Collector’s office. 

The refunds are the result of 
legislation passed in 1943 by which 
service personnel were exempted 
from income taxes on earned in- 
come of less than $14,000. The 
legislation was retroactive to in- 
clude taxes on 1942 incomes. Thus, 
if the veteran paid his tax for 
1942 and 1943 he is likely to find a 
refund is due him for those years. 

Most of the veterans are taking 
the refunds in cash, Collector 
James P. Finnegan said. After

FURLOUGH FOR RETURN 
TO SICK WIFE DENIED 


Husband of St. Louis Woman 
Is in France—Pleas to 
Army, Truman, Donnell. 


A request for an emergency fur- 
lough io bring a St. Louis soldier, 
stationed in France, nome to his 
wife who is seriously ill with a 
brain tumor, has been denied 
three times by the office of the 
adjutant general in Washington. 
The soldier, Pfc. Abe Makler, is 
attached to the 747th Amphibious 
Tank Brigade, now stationed at 
Le Havre, France. His wife, Mrs 
Kate Makler, who has been in 
Jewish Hospital for the last two 
weeks, is conscious, although al- 
most completely paralyzed, and 
continually calls for her husband. 

In Washington, a War Depart- 
ment spokesman said the adju- 
tant general’s office turned down 
the request on the basis of a doc- 
tor’s report, the contents of which 
were confidential, 

Two of the requests have been 
made through the Red Cross, the 
customary channel employed in 
such cases, by Mrs, Makler’s 
brother, Robert L. Hausfater of 
7146A Dartmouth avenue, Univer- 
sity City. The first furlough was 
sought two months ago when Mrs. 
Makler suffered a brain disorder 
and spent four weeks in the hos- 
pital. 

When she had a relapse, Haus- 
fater again asked the Red Cross 
to see if her husband could not 
be brought home and the adjutant 
general's office again refused to 
grant him a leave. Friday Haus- 
fater sent telegrams to President 
Truman and United States Sen- 
ator Forrest C. Donnell, asking 
them to intervene. No reply was 
received from the President, but 
Donnell referred the request to 
the adjutant general's office 
which denied the furlough for 
the third time. 

Makler wrote a letter last week, 
Hausfater said, describing his ac- 
tivities as “eating and sleeping— 
that’s all.” Makler said he doesn’t 
expect to be sent home for at least 
six months. He has been overseas 
14 months. landed in France about 
six weeks after the Normandy in- 
vasion and fought in Germany. He 
has been in service two years and 
has more than 50 discharge points. 
Makler, who is 34 years old, op- 
erated a waste paper business here 
before joining the Army. They 
have a 6-year-old son, Fred.

Bond Committee Gives 
OK on Horner & Shif- 
rin for Work on Three 
Postwar Projects. 


Contracts between the city and 
the engineering firm of Horner & 
the preparation of 


port and drainage projects and for 
the review of plans drawn by city 
engineers for $19,000, of water- 
works improvement d expansion 
projects were approved yesterday 
by the supervisory committee of 
the Citizens’ Bond Issue Commit- 
tee. 

One contract approved provides 
for the payment of a fee of 1 per 
cent of the estimated $1,400,000 
construction cost for grading and 
drainage to expand Lambert-St. 
Louis Field. These plans will in- 
clude provision for the enclosure 
of two branches of Cold Water 
creek in addition to those now 
being enclosed, 

The second contract, which pro- 
vides a flat fee of $45,000, calls 
for a complete study of the River 
Des Peres drainage area and for 
plans for channel improvement 
and additional sewers needed in 
the area. Estimated cost of the 
construction is $2,700,000. 

The third contract, providing a 
flat fee of $24,000,-calls for an en- 
gineering review of all plans pre- 
pared by city engineers for the 
proposed waterworks expansion 
and improvement. This will in- 
clude a study of the design for the 
proposed new power plant and 
pumping station at Chain of 
Rocks. The plant designed by 
Paul Harten, an engineer, would 
generate its own electricity to op- 
erate motor-driven pumps which 
would replace the present steam 
turbine equipment at the plant. 

The review by Horner & Shif- 
rin will include a study of the 
economic aspects of the water- 
works improvement program. It 
has been estimated water rates 
can be reduced by more than 50 
per cent after the new facilities 
have been installed. 

The supervisory committee alse 
approved the selection of the archi- 
tectural firm of Jamieson & Spearl 
to prepare plans for the new $1,- 
500,000 hospital for chronic pa- 
tients at Sublette avenue and 
Arsenal street. It approved also 
the selection of William C. E. 
Becker as structural engineer on 
the same project and J. D. Falvey 
as mechanical and electrical engi- 
neer. Contracts with these will be 
negotiated later.

‘and _— department a _provi- 


‘sion for so-called bipartisan 
merit he. notwithstanding of- 
ficial notification that it probably 
would cost the state nearly $18,- 
000,000 annually in federal social 
security allotments. 

In the opinion of some senators, 
passage of the bill with this fea- 
ture will resukt in a veto by Gov. 
Donnelly. If the Governor dis- 
approved the bill and the Legisla- 
ture upheld the veto, much of the 
months of work the committee put 
to be done 
over. 

Parke M. Banta, state social se- 
curity director, told the committee 
last night that the bipartisan merit 
system did not meet federal re- 
quirements, and that other fea- 
tures of the bill were objection- 
A requirement for two 
years’ residence in the state for all 
employes, he said, would prevent 
the department from hiring a 
number of persons who were vital 
to the efficient operation. Banta 
y| took the position that the _ resi- 
4idence requirement would violate 
the new Constitution. 

He pointed out that the new 
charter sets the residence require- 
ment for public officials at one 
year, with the exception of per- 
sons appointed to positions re- 
quiring technical or specialized 
skill or knowledge. For those no 
residential requirements are set. 

Objecting to the administrative 
arrangement of the proposed new 
department, Banta told the com- 
mittee that the bill did not make 
for co-ordinated and efficient ad- 
ministration. The measure sets 
up a six-member commission in 
charge of four main divisions 
which are headed by directors. 

After stating that the commis- 
sion would have little control over 
the directors, Banta said: “This 
would give the directors too much 
power and you would have too 
much autonomy scattered over too 
wide a territory.” 

In opposing a bipartisan merit 
system for employes of the de- 
partment below the rank of di- 
rector, Banta said: 

“Missouri will lose’ its grants of 
public money from the Federal 
Government if such a merit sys- 
tem is created in the department. 
It will be impossible to operate 
under standards of the Federal 
Social Security Board and have a 
so-called bipartisan merit system.” 

At present the Federal Govern- 
ment provides funds on a match- 
ing basis with the state for public 
assistance programs under the So- 
cial Security Commission such as

NEW YORK, Nov. 13 (AP)— 
The Army-Navy football game in 
Philadelphia Dec, 1 will be seen 


in New York by television in an’ 


experimenta] preview of long dis- 
tance television by cable, Keith 8. 
McHugh, vice president of the 
American Telephone and _ Tele- 
graph Co., said today. 

The game will be televised at 
the Municipal Stadium in Phila- 
delphia by the National Broadcast- 
ing Company. Direct transmission 
to New York would be impossible, 
since television waves will not 
carry over 80 great a distance. 
Instead a coaxial cable will carry 
the images to New York where 
NBC will retransmit them on its 
usual frequencies. 

The frequency band needed for 
television is so wide that only the 
coaxial cable, capable of carrying 
480 telephone messages, is ample 
enough for a single television 
transmission, The cable functions 
by channeling a radio beam, in- 
stead of parmitting it to spread 
freely, and by amplifying it at 
intervals of about five miles with 
vacuum tubes, 

The experiment will be a fore- 
runner to regular established tele- 
vision between New York and 
oe that is to begin Jan.

_ Accordingly, today steel producers are entitled to 
substantial increases in these ceiling prices. Many 
months ago they asked OPA for such price relief. 


OPA has not acted. 


Collective bargaining conferences between steel producers 
and the Union have already been held. Nothing can be accom- 
plished toward negotiating any wage increase until 
OPA performs its statutory duty. Under act of Con- 
gress, steel producers are entitled to ceiling prices 
which yield on each product a profit equivalent to that 
of the base period, established by OPA as 1936-1939. 


Wages in the steel industry do not need to be further ad- 


vanced to keep pace with increases in the cost of living 
since January 1941. Increases in average straight time 
hourly earnings in the steel industry, (without over- 
time) between January 1941 and August 1945 rose 34 
percent, or more than the advance during this same 
period in the U. S. Department of Labor index of the 
cost of living. 


Today steel workers rank among the highest paid wage 
earners in American industry. In August 1945, average 


straight time pay for steel workers was $1.15 an hour, 
without counting overtime pay.

HAD no notion where our group of senior officers was being taken 
on the morning ef Dec. 1, 1944, when we placed Maj. Gen. Edward 


the hard railroad car benches at 


Sheng Tai Tun and began to speculate on what was in the Red Cross 
packages that lay so temptingly close to us. 

We discovered our destination at the end of a long, cold ride 
that day when the train pulled into the Manchurian village of Sian. 


Gen, King’s litter was lifted on a 


waiting truck, with the baggage, 


and the rest of us were piled into a bus. We were taken to our new 


prison camp which lay beyond that 


Our train had been frigid de- 
spite the way in which we hud- 
dled together for warmth. But 
compared to the temperature in 
Sian it was virtually a hotbox. 
Again we got the shakes and were 
glad to reach our prison, a long, 
one-story building set on a hill 
above a frozen barracks yard. Of- 
ficers and enlisted men, as well 
as Jap guards, shared the build- 
ing. The place was equipped for 
steam heat, but the pipes were as 
cold as we were for the first 24 
hours. 

Here at Sian we found our most 
inquisitive camp commander. He 
was a first lieutenant named Ma- 
rui and never a day passed that 
he did not come into my room and 
make a thorough inspection of my 
clothes and baggage while I stood 
there at attention. 

He was a meticulous devil. Upon 
our arrival he issued to each of 
us an exhaustive list of instruc- 
tions telling us where every ob- 
ject in our rooms must be placed. 
In my room, for instance, certain 
articles had to be kept on a cer- 
tain shelf and in a precise posi- 
tion. The wastebox must be in its 
exact place, as must be the spit- 


toon and the fire bucket. 

Lieut. Marui treated our enlisted 
men as cruelly as they had been 
treated anywhere else, including 
Karenko. In the bitterest weather 
he turncd them out to work with- 
out proper clothing. I felt 80 
sorry for Sgt. Hubert Carroll, my 
orderly, one day that I lent him 
my Jap woolen stocking cap and 
the boots that had been issued to 
me. But Mauri spotted him and 
made him take them off, because 
they were intended for officers. 

The food was bad at Sian, but 
at least we were alone with our 
rice diets. We would have corn- 
meal mush for »reakfast, a thick 
gruel for lunch, vegetables and a 
kind of soya curd for dinner—and 
whenever some senior Jap officer 
or important Jap civilian visited 
the camp we were served with 
white bread, after being warned 
not to mention to the visitor that 
it was not the usual custom. 

Each man was allowed to have 
one of his Red Cross Packages 
the day after we argived. But 
two days later we were ordered 
to give back what we had not 
consumed or used, and thereafter 
the Japs parceled the supplies out 
to us in the tiniest portions pos- 
sible. 

I spent my third Christmas in 
captivity at this Sian camp. Next 
to the one at Karenko in 1942 
it was the worst. 

The Japs announced a day or 
two before that Lieut. Marui was 
“pleased” to tell us that he 
would give us one egg each and 
would send five chickens to the 
34 officers in our group. But we 
were also led to understand that 
he would give us at least one of 
our Red Cross packages for 
Christmas, to round out what 
promised to we an insufficient 
fare. With that in mind we more 
or less contentedly went about 
decorating our quarters with what 
scraps of colored paper we could 
find and some greenery we were 
able to break off the frozen trees 
of the area. The spirit of Christ- 
mas does not die easily in a 
Christian. We longed for home 
and family and fireside as much 
if not more than ever, and tried 
this feeble Manchurian substitute. 


Instead of a package for each 
of us—which would have meant 
a bit of meat, milk, cigarettes and 
candy—we were given a small 
portion of our canned butter, 
cheese and jam, and told that be- 
cause of this the future deliveries 
_of our supplies would have to be 
reduced, 

It put us in the kind of mood 
no one wanted to be én. That 
Christmas day I wrote in my diary: 

“What a travesty on the day. 

Christmas, hell! I only hope my 

dear ones at home are happier 

than I am.” 

Two fine boys, Pfc. Lloyd L. 
Kelly, U.S. Army, and Pvt. John- 
ny Kroeze, Netherlands East In- 
dies Army, endeared themselves to 
me for life, and made my remain- 
ing months at Sian more livable, 
when they came into my room on 
Jan. 1, 1945, bearing a chair they 
had ingeniously made out of a 
folding American cot they un- 
earthed. 

I hardly know of anything they 
could have done for me that would 
have been nicer. The chair had 
arms, and a shelf on one side on 
which one could place a book. The 
seat was made of canvas. I low- 
ered my old bones into it with a 
sigh, while they stood there with 
delighted grins on their faces. 


But it got them in trouble. With 


the chair they brought along a 


. 


quaint old Manchurian settlement. 


homemade gift card, It contained 
a suitable drawing for the season, 
and underneath they had written: 
“Home Alive in ‘45 
OCTOBER.” 

I carelessly left this heart-warm- 
ing card on my table, and it was 
found there at roll call that night 
when Lt. Marui paraded in to in- 
spect the room and see that ev- 
erything was in place. His eye 
immediately alighted on the card, 
which he snatched up and read. 
He flew into a great rage. 

Marui had Kelly and Kroeze on 
the carpet the next day. He was 
madder about the significance of 
the card than he was about the 
chair, and he was almost mad 
enough about the chair to take 
it away from me. 

“Why did you give Gen. Wain- 
wright that chair?” he bellowed 
at the boys. “And why have you 
suggested that he may be home in 
October?” 

Kelly is a quick-witted lad. He 
explained that he and Kroeze had 
given me the chair because I had 
done them a favor or two in the 
past and they liked me. 

The Jap let that go, after a 
time, but he bore down hard on 
the inscription on the card. 

“Oh, that’s a joke,” Kelly laughed. 

“Tt is not a joke! It is an attack 
on the Japanese war effort!” Ma- 
rui yelled. 

But Kelly kept laughing. 

“No, it’s a joke, Lieutenant,” he 
insisted. “You see, we were just 
poking fun at thé General.” 

“Fun + sae 

“Yes, " Kelly lied, manfully. “You 
see, the Genéral has a slogan of 
his own and we wanted to ridicule 


“What is your general's slogan?” 
the Jap asked suspiciously. 

“"The Golden Gate in ’48.” Kelly 
answered, without batting an eye- 
lash, and that seemed to please 
the oaf. 

When all the books were read 
and reread at Sian I spent my 
daylight hours serving as the of- 
ficial razor-blade sharpener of the 
camp. Just before he died at Ka- 
renko, poor Sgt. Cavanaugh. willed 
me his little concave-shaped” razor 
hone. I became quite proficient at, 
the job; in fact, so proficient that 
I was kept busy at it through most 
of each day the rest of ‘my time 
at Sian. 

I was able to sharpen as many 
as 20 blades a day. There was no 
way of buying new blades, so it 
was imperative that our old ones 
be kept sharp. I made my own 
two blades last a full year with 
Cavanaugh’s hone. [I kept’ the 
Dutch Governor General's single 
blade in workable condition for 
seven months and 24 days. 

The long Manchurian winter 
dragged on and, each man to his 
own taste, we did what we could 
to occupy our minds. I just about 
committed to memory Kenneth 
Roberts’ “Oliver Wiswell” his 
“Northwest Passage” and Stewart 
Edward White’s fine frontier 
story, “The Long Rifle.” 

And I continued a string of 
solitaire games which I had com- 
menced about a year after my 
capture. I decided that I would 
play 10,000 games and record the 
results. By the late winter of 
1945 I had passed the 7500: mark. 


a problem at Sian. The Japs 
would not give us enough of our 
Red Cross cigarettes. As a sub- 
stitute we were occasionally per- 
mitted to buy thin, quick-burning 
and tasteless cigarettes of the Jap 
military. I smoked perhaps six of 
these a day—all I could get—then 
cut up the butts and used their 
contents in my pipe. 

All of our teeth were in bad 
condition at this late date in 
physical neglect, and after much 
dickering the Japs let us hire a 
Jap dentist in February. He came 
with a rudimentary type of filling 
and stoked it into our cavities 
with primitive skill. Several of 
us, including myself, had teeth 
which had been broken off at the 
gums, but the dentist would not 
pull what was left and we &suf- 
fered greatly from these nubs. 

The thieving Jap supply men at 
Sian, with their warped outlook, 
often offered ’,to sell us things 
for which we had no earthly use: 
Jap pictures, toy dolls, toy horses, 
cigarette cases and—one day—sev- 
eral sets of curling irons. 

A new loneliness crept in on us 
as the endless winter continued. 
All of our mail was cut off and 
since we were permitted to hear 
no official news as to the progress 
of the war we began to fee] more 
abandoned than ever in our bleak 
exile. 

We did notice, however, that the

NUERNBERG, Nov. 14 (AP).

Red Prosecutor Absent. 


The court session was attended 
‘by all key personnel except the 
Soviet prosecutor, who telephoned 
from Moscow his .reversal of his 
previous stand. At two previous 
meetings of the prosecutors, the 
United States proposal to include 
the younger Krupp as a defend- 
ant was defeated by a three-to- 
one vote. 

The judges filed into the trial 
room promptly at 10:30 am. De- 
fendant Krupp’s black-robed . at- 
torney at once asked for permis- 
sion to change his pretrial form 
request» for a continuance to a 
request for an outright dismissal, 
because of his client’s critical con- 
dition. 

In view of the French and So- 
viet reversals, it seemed likely 
that Jackson would win his point, 
although he himself deplored the 
necessity for delay. 

The tribunal announced it 
would return a decision at a later 
date on the motions for the delay 
and the substitution. It adjourned 
after a hearing of almost two 
hours without fixing a definite 
date for another session. 

The Krupp family attorney, 
who pleaded eloquently for dis- 
missal of the case against the fa- 
ther, served notice that substitu- 
tion of Alfried as a defendant 
would lead to a defense request 
for a 30-day delay between filing 
of the indictment and opening of 
the trial. 


Translation Test. 


Key personnel of the tribunal 
went through a full-dress_ re- 
hearsal yesterday to test an elab- 
orate mechanical system for con- 
ducting the trial in four lan- 
guages at once. 

Translators* at separate micro- 
phones will report the trial pro- 
ceedings in Russian, English, Ger- 
man and French, and listeners 
may connect their earphones to 
whatever translation they desire. 

Maxwell-Fyfe, of the British 
prosecution staff, described the 
preparations as “perfect,” and 
former United States Attorney 


representative on the tribunal, 
said: “It's okay.” 

A 30,000-word transcript of tele- 
phone conversations by top Nazis 
during the Austrian Anschluss 
will be introduced in the trial, a 
member of Jackson's staff said. 
Daniel de Luce, Associated Press 
correspondent, found the _ tran- 
script in the ruins of the Berlin 
War Ministry.

Two Main Issues. 


Two major controversies have 
developed.

Taboo on Wage-Price Talk 


The labor-management conference, despite a 
warm send-off from press and public, is like a 
performance of “Hamlet” without the Prince of 
Denmark, 

President Truman asked that this meeting 
“find a democratic way to compose industrial 
difficulties.” Yet’the present cause of most in- 
dustrial difficulties—strikes, disputes, charges 
and counter-charges, demands, negotiations and 
refusals to bargain—is the wage-price issue. 

Not only was this issue left out of the con- 
ference; it can’t even be talked about. 

Consideration of Philip Murray’s resolution 
for conference discussion of the question of 
wages has again been postponed by the execu- 
tive committee. It is opposed by John L. Lewis, 
William Green and management representatives. 
The greatest discussion of collective bargaining 
since President Roosevelt called the wartime “‘no 
strike” conference of December, 1941, operates 
im a vacuum, with the basic problem taboo. 

It is difficult to imagine any more unrealistic 
approach to a national challenge of first impor- 
tance. 

Denied a place on the conference agenda, the 
ghost of wages sits down uninvited at the elbow 
of every delegate at every session of every com- 
mittee. Management and labor spokesmen are 
discussing highly important matters: whether 
state labor relations boards are generally valu- 
able; whether the Conciliation Service can be 
strengthened and expanded. 7 

These, and similar topics,- represent machin- 
ery for keeping the national economy out of a 
jam, Yet none of the. conferees can bring to 
their discussion a really helpful public point of 
view. Virtually every man there is now, or 
soon will be, involved in wage negotiations, He 
cannot avoid relating each point up for discus- 
sion to the interests of his company or his union 
in the wage-price ratio. 

The Administration cannot expect a group of 
men, frozen in the mold of personal interest be- 
cause the basic conflict between them is unre- 
solved, to make effective public policy in a high- 
ly controversial field. ‘ 

It was the clear responsibility of Mr. Truman 
and his advisers to give the nation, in advance 
of the conference, a flexible but unmistakable 
wage-price policy—one that did not remain un- 
explained even after 17 questions and answers 
from the Stabilization Director, 

It was and is the business of Mr. Truman to 
give OPA Administrator Bowles, who doggedly 
keeps his thumb in the inflation dike, something 
more than the poor-relation treatment for try- 


ing to hold down prices under the most merci- 


less pressure. 

The labor-management conference has com- 
mittees at work on every procedural possibility 
for industrial peace, It is sure to produce some- 
thing. But strife will continue until the wage- 
price issue is boldly and frankly met. 
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A Senatorial Stall 


Why should any Missouri Senator, after sitting 
in on the Falzone hearing, ask for delay in con- 
sideration of the bill to make bribe solicitation a 
felony, on the ground that he wants “an op- 
portunity to study it"?

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A Phony Performance 

The “election” in Yugoslavia, which Premier 
Marshal Broz's party, the National Front, swept 
in view of the boycott by opposition parties, 
is about what could have been expected of the 
thoroughly phony performance that has been 
staged under Communist domination. 

Like the Communist-conducted election in 
Outer Mongolia, which resulted in the Com- 
munist-desired way by the remarkable vote of 
483,291 to 0, the Yugoslav “election” was a rigged 
affair. 

The Belgrade Government has suppressed op- 
position by systematic terrorism through the 
OZNA, as brutal a state police as the Gestapo 
or the OGPU. It has suppressed all political 
parties except the Government’s National Front. 

Broz’s failure to live up to his Yalta prom- 
ises to establish fundamental liberties, form a 
Parliament and broaden his Government so that 
it will be truly representative, is just about com- 
plete. When Foreign Minister Dr. Subasic, on 
whose participation the coalition had been based, 
resigned because he was powerless to combat 
the dictatorship of the Left, the last appearance 
of representative government faded. 

What has been counted up in Yugoslavia was 
not a free election. It was the diktat of a gov- 
ernment which has used the form of free elec- 
tion to keep itself in power. . 
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The labor-management conference has settled 
down to a serious discussion of everything but 
the issues. 
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As Europe Suffers 

Snow is flying in Europe, and millions are be- 
ginning a winter that will be even worse for 
them than the terrible winters of the war years 
—and still members of Congress are stalling 
about making good on a relief appropriation to 
which Congress committed itself in February 
of 1944. 

President Truman asked more than a month 
ago, on Oct. 4, that Congress appropriate the 
$550,000,000 still needed to finish out the 
$1,350,000,000 obligation it assumed toward the 
United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Ad- 
ministration. Our word as a nation is pledged; 
there can be no question that we are going 
through with it. But because of our tardiness in 
keeping our promises UNRRA has already had 
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to cancel $50,000,000 in purchases, Marquis Childs 
in his column. today calls Congress's attitude 
“the most shocking example of the dilatory in- 
difference with which our law-makers seem to 
face the crisis of our time.” 

The House enacted the $550,000,000 fund bill 
Nov. 1, but the Senate Appropriations Commit- 
tee still is dallying. President Truman now has 
asked for a second $1,350,000,000, which must be 
forthcoming if people are not to suffer more than 
human beings can in decency be allowed to suf- 
fer. At a time when we should be surveying our 
new responsibilities, we still cavil about living up 
to those we have already pledged ourselves to. per- 
form. The Senate has taken almost two weeks 
about it; isn’t that long enough? 
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Refugee-Killer, Too? 

The British-American decision to set up a joint 
committee to investigate the Palestine problem, 
announced yesterday by Mr. Truman, has every 
sign of being a device to postpone the necessity 
of a decision on a troublesome issue. The plan 
thus seems to be a time-killer, and the tragedy 
is that it may also be a refugee-killer, Mean- 
while, a general strike has been called by Pales- 
tine Jews in protest against the decision. 

The views of all parties to the dispute are on 
record. Palestine has been investigated and sur- 
veyed and re-surveyed, probably more intensive- 
ly than any area of equal size in the world. It 
might be helpful to a long-range solution to re- 
check all the facts on political, economic and 
social conditions in Palestine, the position of 
the Jews in Europe, the views of competent wit- 
nesses, and so on. Meanwhile, what about the 
unfortunates, now suffering discomfort and hard- 
ship in European camps, who are eager to make 
a new start in Palestine? 

Consider the snail’s pace at which the pro- 
cedure has moved so far. The President's state- 
ment is a sequel to a letter he addressed to 
Prime Minister Attlee on Aug. 31, or 74 days 
before, asking that 100,000 refugees be admitted 
to Palestine. If it takes almost two and a half 
months for one exchange of letters on this sub- 
ject by Attlee and Truman, then how long will 
it require for the joint committee to be as- 
sembled, to reach Palestine, to do its work, to 
prepare its recommendations and then to get 
action on them by the authorities? And, of 
course, there is no assurance that its proposals 
would be accepted. 

No final decision on Palestine’s long-range 
future is needed now. The furiously contro- 
verted question as to whether it shall become a 
Jewish state, goal of political Zionism, can 
wait. What is needed now is a place of refuge 
for at least 100,000 of Europe's surviving Jews, 


who look with dread to the coming winter and : 


in many instances fear to return to their home 
countries, where malignant anti-Semitism sur- 
vives,

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U. S. Chamber’s Misstatements 


The United States Chamber of Commerce, 
through its manager of the natural resources 
department, David J. Guy, repeats the familiar 
old misstatements of facts in its support of the 
efforts of Attorney General Kenny of California 
to grab tidelands oil for private exploitation— 
the last great reserve of fighting oil left within 
our borders for the nation’s defense. 

Writing in Business Action, a publication of 
the chamber, Mr. Guy declares ownership of 
the tidelands is involved. It is not. Secretary 
Ickes has made it plain that he is interested 
only in the mineral rights. 

Mr. Guy declares the assertion of Federal 
ownership ‘‘may even apply to the Great Lakes, 
bays, harbors and navigable rivers.” It may not. 
The claim that it would is a home-made bogyman 
of Attorney General Kenny’s. The Hobbs amend- 
ment in the House, beaten by proponents of the 
bill, would have excluded all submerged lands 
except tidelands, and United States Attorney 
General Clark has said the suit makes no claims 
affecting lands beneath inland waters. 

If the officers of the United States Chamber 
who are allowing themselves to front for the 
tidelands oil grabbers were confident that the 
facts alone supported their side of the argument, 
would they repeat all the discredited conten- 
tions? Or can it be that they simply don’t read 
the papers, and don’t know what the facts are?

Representatives of 8000 to 10,000 miners got 
together there on Nov. 2 and passed a resolu- 
tion indorsing the full-employment bill and 
“publicly condemning Congressman Manasco” 
for his fight against it. The entire Alabama 
State Legislature delegation from Walker Coun- 
ty adopted a resolution urging their Congress- 
man to release his stranglehold on the legisla- 
tion.

It urged “fair-minded citizens 
of Walker County” to support the full-employ- 
ment bill by writing their Congressman—Carter 
Manasco. 

Last Wednesday, on the House floor, the ob- 
ject of all-this constituent criticism stretched 
credulity so far as to suggest that the full-em- 
ployment bill would eliminate Congress. 

Carter Manasco, in his third term in the House 
after seven years as secretary to the late: Speak- 
er Bankhead, was just beginning to feel his 
strength. It must be disturbing to this inde- 
pendent flower of the poll-tax South to discover 
that he still ‘has roots in Walker County, and 
that they, thank you, are seeling a little stronger 
themselves.

The Waste of Industrial War

Public Opinion 


Fundamental right to strike was properly limited by public opinion 
during the war, newspaper says; in reconversion, some stoppages 
are seen as justified, but most of them are said recklessly to en- 
danger prosperity by dissipating savings and limiting production.

Those who oppose the present wave of 
strikes frequently are condemned as anti- 
labor by some of the strike leaders, who try 
to make it appear that all critics of rash 
atrikes are against strikes in principle. 

This doesn’t necessarily follow. The right 
to strike is one of the basic privileges of 
American democracy. 

During the war, the belief that no strike 
was justified was held by a majority of the 
American people and recognized by the top 
labor leaders of the country, although not 
observed, by any means, by all unions. 


That wartime belief was based on the 
sound reasoning that any strike, however 
small, was an interference with the war 
effort and as such imperiled the lives of 
men on the fighting fronts who did not 
have the precious privilege of striking. 


Cost of Hasty Action - 


Strike leaders seem to think that there is 
a wide difference between wartime strikes 
and the present wave of shutdowns. 

There is. But it is not just a difference 
between war and peace. The fact that the 
war is ended does not justify a reckless 
wave of industrial disputes. Strikes in this 
period of reconversion, or attempted recon- 
version, cause almost as much damage as 
wartime strikes so far as the country’s wel- 
fare is concerned. 

It is true that the lives of men in the 
armed forces are not being endangered, al- 
though some of these strikes are a threat 
to the effectiveness of the occupation 
forces. 


And it no longer is true that no strike is 
justified. Perhaps some of the present 
walkouts are justified. But most of them 
are hasty, thoughtless and ill-conceived. 
And the extent and bitterness of the pres- 
ent industrial strife is costly. If it ig con- 
tinued, the cost will be staggering. 


During the war, nearly every worker in 
the country prospered. Good wages, over- 
time and steady work—because of a man- 
power shortage—provided millions of peo- 
ple with the best living they ever had en- 
joyed., 


Savings Are Buying Power 


The overwhelming majority of these 
same people invested heavily in war bonds. 
Savings accounts reached new highs. In- 
vestments in homes boomed. 

These savings represent reserve purchas- 
sing power. Upon the wise use of this re 
serve purchasing power depends much of 
the nation’s hope for an orderly tranaition 
from a war to a peace economy, for an un- 
interrupted and ever-improving prosperity, 
for a steadily climbing standard of living. 

If, then, this reserve purchasing power is 
spent on mere subsistence because of wide- 
spread unemployment, brought, on’ by 
strikes, what happens to our rosy prospects 
of better living and more jobs? 

It is the old story of the vicious circle. 
The fewer products we make, the fewer we 
will be able to buy. The fewer we buy, the 
fewer we will make. 


Strikes are squandering the nation’s po- 
tential prosperity. 


What Is “Good Concise English”?

“What is the distinguishing mark of an 
educated man? Is it not that he shall speak 
and write good concise English?” 

We think that Robert Moses, who asked 
these questions in the New York Times, 
might have been more concise himself, 
but his point is worth considering. 
commgnds St. Paul, Mencken, Lincoln and 
others as masters or models of English, but 
low-rates Addison and Pater. 

We are inclined to agree with Moses that 
the ability to write good concise English is 
not a bad test to apply te a man who claims 
to be educated, although we are very much 
afraid that this would place Philosopher- 
Professor John Dewey in the list of illit- 
erates. We don't know that we ever heard 
anybody “speak ... good concise English,” 
although we have heard tell that 
Nathan Bedford Forrest spoke stich concise 
English that it was bound to be good. 

The reason the test is a valid one is that, 
before a man can write concisely, he must 
think clearly, and if clear thinking isn’t 
synonymous with education, it ought to be. 
The trouble is, as Somerset Maugham has 
said, that most people think, if at all, while 
or after they speak or write instead of be- 
forehand. 
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Writing good prose is certainly not as 
easy as it looks. But it has been done in 
various times and places. Models of prose 
to our mind would include the works of the 
great Irishmen, Burke, Swift and Shaw; the 
historians Tacitus and Gibbon, the philos- 
ophers Plato, Santayana and Whitehead; 
the novelists Conrad, Hardy and Mann; the 
statesmen Jefferson, Lincoln, Wilson and 
Churchill. . 

We never cared much for Addison and 
Steele because of a feeling that in their 
prose matter was overwhelmed with man- 
ner. But each to his taste. 

Prose covers such a wide territory, from 
the narrative writing of Defoe, which 
marches straight ahead, to the magnificent 
stuff on the border-line of poetry which 
Milton, Keats, Shelley, Francis Thompson 
and Whitman wrote, when they wrote 
prose, that one.can take his choice and 
not necessarily condemn Walter Pater or 
Tom Wolfe in the process. 

St. Paul, of course, was a natural; he had 
everything that a prose writer could want. 
But good prose is where you find it, even 
in such places as the editorial pages of 
the New York Herald Tribune and the 
St. Louls Post-Dispatch,

Life on the Plantations 
In a Lush Louisiana Era 


“Plantation Parade,”’ by Harnett T. Kane. (Wiliam 

Morrow & Co., New York.) 

The wealthy cotton and sugar planters 
of old Louisiana (especially the sugar kings) 
lived like feudal lords, which they were. 
They are remembered today by such of 
their mansions as remain, and by fascinat- 
ing stories of their enterprises, family do- 
ings and baronial ways. 

Harnett Kane, affectionate historian of 
his native State, has been visiting the old 
houses and collecting their history for a 
dozen years. Now he has recreated the 
plantation life of a century and more ago 
in a rich and glowing book. .

The keynote of the Louisiana aristocra- 
cy’s life in its heyday was opulence. The 
capacious houses inevitably had rows of 
tall columns, whether built in the West In- 
dian architecture preferred by the French 
or the Greek Revival style of the “Ameri- 
cains.” Each planter tried to outdo his 
neighbors in the size of his palace, the 
grandeur of its furnishings and the ele- 
gance of his soirees. The Randolphs had 
porcelain doorknobs, with hand-painted 
floral designs, in thelr 50-room mansion. 
The Andrews triumphed with 75 rooms, and 
silver doorknobs. 

All this lavishness was the privilege of 
a small minority. It produced gems of ar- 
chitecture, and perhaps the American ulti- 
mate in gracious living, but it was based 
upon the institution of slavery. As the au- 
thor anys, few would wish to restore the 
old order, but few can fail to appreciate its 
good building, and the picturesque heritage 
it has left ne There are rugged char- 
acters as as dilettantes in the era's 
history, and there are tragedies mingled 
with fairy-tale success stbries., 
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Two successive good years and the sugar 
planter had a fortune; two bad years and 
he was ruined. So while some estates ex- 
panded into empires, others knew many 
owners and were at last abandoned. Some 
mansions were destroyed by fire or the 
marauding river; some are crumbling ruins 
or haybarns today; others have been pre- 
served by the original families or refur- 
bished by new owners. Mr. Kane tells both 
the family history and the fate of its es- 
tablishment, and there are excellent pic- 
tures of the houses described. 

The book is necessarily episodic, but the 
author’s rare skill in narration, his march- 
ing prose style and his shrewd selection 
of incidents make the book as engrossing 
as a first-rate novel. The stories of the 
Aimes, Bringiers, De Ternants, Pirries, 
Henrys and others are forgotten history, 
charmingly told, and a reminder of the 
social evolution through which America 
has progressed.

Crucial Years in British History 
“Years of Victory: 1802-12," by Arthur Bryant. 

(Harper & Bros., New York.) 

A noted English historian here continues 
the telling of the epic story of Britain's 
struggle with Revolutionary and Napoleon- 
ic France, which he began with his “Years 
of Endurance, 1792-1801." He plans to com- 
plete a trilogy with a third volume cover- 
ing the supreme triumph of arms, Water- 
loo, and the Peace of Vienna. 

As in all his writings, Mr. Bryant com- 
bines soundness of learning and scholar- 
ship with a rare mastery of style and nar- 
rative. His talents put him in the class 
of the great historians whose works can be 
read with profit and pleasure. The great 
drama of those arduous days in British his- 
tory, so full of parallels with the recently 
eoncluded drama of our own, makes fas- 
ginating reading. 
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Mr. Bevin’s Great Speech 


HE most remarWable recent speech in Britain was that of the 
Foreign Secretary, Ernest Bevin, in his discussion of the situa- 


in ravaged Europe. 


This was the Ernest Bevin who all 


Socialists hopt will prove himself a very great Foreign Secretary. 
He had a grim and ugly picture to paint, and he told Parliament the 
whole truth without mincing his words. 


There are 25,000,000 people on 
the move in Europe. They are 
homeless and mostly starving; 
they create the immediate danger 
this winter of an.epidemic the 
proportions of which might well 
prove more terrible than the 
atomic bomb. Bevin insisted that 
this awe-inspiring horror was by 
no means all. To the physical 
hunger there corresponded a 
spiritual hunger. There was a 
“blackout” over Europe. People 
did not know in one country what 
was being said in another; people 
over wide areas did not dare to 
speak, much less to exchange 
ideas. 


The Fate of UNRRA. 


“If every country,” said Bevin, 
“could have free parliaments, with 
full expression without dictation, 
and people could express them- 
selves freely on all these vexed 
questions, we could make a better 
world for the future.” 

Bevin did not conceal from the 
House, first, that UNRRA was 
on the verge of bankruptcy, and 
that if the American Congress 
did not give it immediate aid, its 
beneficent work would end. He 
insisted that the wheat-producing 
countries had a special respon- 
sibility, and that it was an ur- 
gent responsibility to stop politi- 
eal differences holding up produc- 
tion which might make all the 
difference between the chance of 
salvation and the possibility of 
disaster. 

All this Bevin said with a blunt 
and forthright eloquence that was 
full of hard realism and wholly 
devoid of sentimentality. But, per- 
haps even more important, were 
other elements on which he laid 
emphasis. He showed a*wise sym- 
pathy for the immense and pain- 
ful problems which confronted the 
Czechs and Poles as they sought 
to rebuild from the very founda- 
tions the shattered machinery of 
their states, He made the propor- 
tions of the deliberate anarchy 
left by the Nazis as their legacy 
in defeat something no one could 
fail to understand. He pointed 
out the folly of relying on fron- 
tiers and spheres of influence as 
the road to security. 


Fear Blocks Recovery. 


Bevin proclaimed his warm sym- 
pathy for the American proposal 
to set up international commis- 
sions to make full and free use of 
the great inland waterways of 
Europe. He urged the need to 
make the Allied Control Commis- 
sion in the Danube Basin a uni- 
fied organization capable of max- 
imizing the food supply of that 
area and seeing that it went 
where it was needed. He insisted 
on his opposition to any schemes 
that might ruin the peaceful in- 
dustry of Germany; but he pointed 
eut that the Ruhr must not be- 
come a threat to peace. And it was 
clear that Bevin was sympathetic 
to some form of international 
control of Ruhr production. 

The whole ethos of his speech 
was a plea to the statesmen of 
the world to get rid of fear, and 
to rebuild security, not by reach- 
ing for strategic frontiers, or by 
keeping large armies in being, but 
by obliterating the past and co- 
‘operating in the rehabilitation of 
Europe. That was the only road 
to a true security, and it was a 
road .on which science today 
could make recovery speedier and 
the journey to well-being faster 
than ever before. But the condi- 
tion, said Bevin, was that “states- 
men should be left free from fear 
of each other to devote their 


heard, or even read, Bevin's re- 
markable utterance without the 
conviction that he had raised the 
whole prablem of the European 
tragedy to a new level of under- 
standing. He admitted all the 
hatreds and fears that are the 
legacy of this tremendous con- 
flict. He said frankly that it 
would be foolish to deny that 
Nazi Germany had given good 
reason for their existence. He did 
not try to deny that countries 
which have been twice overrun 
and ravaged in a generation could 
not be expected to embrace their 
torturers or to refrain from mak- 
ing security the pivot of their 
policy, 

But the insistent note of this 
great speech, voiced always with 
discretion, but never for one 
moment absent, was the principle 
that security means that the 
three great powers have common 
principles of action as the start- 
ing point of reconsiruction. Bevin 
told us all that, without. this, there 
is no hope; that, with this, we 
have a real chance not only of 
repairing the destruction, but of 
building a better world. 


The Need Is for Work. 


He was appealing beyond the 
walls of the House of Commons 
to Washington and Moscow to 
transcend the differences and mis- 
takes of the London Conference 
and get down to the task of pre- 
venting the supreme tragedy of 
modern times. As I listened to 
Bevin, I thought I was hearing 
the greatest speech any statesman 
has made since the end of hos- 
tilities in Europe. 

Bevin, I am sure, would be the 
first to agree that he was indi- 
cating a method rather than ex- 
pounding a program. But I am 
sure it was the right method. 
Until we get Europe back to work, 
life in Central and Eastern areas 
will be hell on earth. We cannot 
get these peoples back to work 
until we have banished fear from 
their lives. The economic issue is 
the key to the whole problem. 

That is what makes it so urgent 
to get the political differences 
out of the way. We and the 
Americans alike must convince the 
Russians that we have no thought 
or sentiment which jeopardizes 
their security. If we make the 
Russians recognize this, we shall 
lift an immense burden from the 
minds of other powers. 


The urgency, I suggest, calls for 
bold expedients swiftly attempted. 
It means a change in British policy 
in Greece. It means a revision of 
Anglo-American relations with 
Franco Spain. It means speaking 
in firm language to the crooked 
politicians of South America. It 
means the admission that the old 
imperialism, whether British or 
French, whether American or 
Dutch, provides no basis upon 
which to settle the problems of 
Indonesia or of Africa. 


No Place for Secrecy. 


Political agreement is possible 
only when the great powers have 
done with methods that hint al- 
ways at a policy of blood and 
iron as the means they are ready 
to employ. Perhaps more than 
anything else, it means getting 
rid of the fantastic and unpardon- 
able secrecy President Truman 
has impesed on the full knowledge 
of the atomic bomb. Bevin, I 
thought, showed that he realized

SKATING VANITIES 
OF 1940° AT ARENA 


Tendency to ‘Over-Produce’ 
Show With Costumes and 
Lights Manifests Itself.

When the roller skaters first 
‘began to cut into the territory 
of the ice skaters in the realm 
of bigtime shows several years 
‘ago, the main problem of the 
‘sponsors of rollers seemed to be 


to prove to the public that roller 


skaters are as skilled, exciting to 
watch, various, etc., as the skat- 
ers from the older medium. 

In the “Skating Vanities of 
1946,” which opened a six-day run 
at The Arena last night, the 
point was proved again. Stars 
such as Dolly Durkin, Gloria 
Nord, and Melva Moreno, who 
gave the show grace and charm, 
proved the skaters’ dancing skill. 
Variety specialists such as the 
four Whirling Daredevils, Bobby 
May, “the international juggler,” 
Count Leroy, Negro tapster on 
skates, and Lew Testa, clown, 
proved again the point that roller 
skating and monotony are miles 
apart as synonyms. And the 
“Vanities” high1y-skilled 
good-looking dance line asserted 
their own special merits in at 
least two numbers—the log-roll- 
ing on large balls number and the 
spinning-wheel number, which 
brought the evening to a precise 
and whirling completion. 

But now that the roller skaters 
have been around their circuit 
several times, and audiences have 
indicated that they are willing to 
accept them without snobbish ref- 
erence to the iceskaters, the roller- 
skaters’ honeymoon may be said 
to be over. 

They now have to begin to take 
comparisons, not with the ice 
skaters, but with themselves.

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MERIT PLAN PROPOSED 
OR SCHOOL EMPLOKE 


System Would Replace Anti- 
Patronage Rule Scheduled 
for Repeal. 


A merit system for selection of 
Board of Education employes was 
proposed at last night’s meeting 
of the board by a special com- 
mittee named to find a substitute 
for the anti-patronage rule which 
is scheduled for repeal at the 
next meeting. 

The plan calls for a three-man 
board of examiners who will con- 
duct examinations for any of the 
classified positions in the school 
system. This covers all positions 
except teachers and executive of- 
ficers, 

Elementary school] teachers are 
now selected on the basis of their 
grades in Harris and Stowe teach- 
ers’ colleges while high school 
teachers are chosen by the person- 
nel department on the basis of 
their experience and qualifica- 
tions. 

Under the proposed rule,* the 
three candidates with the highest 
scores would be certified by the 
examiners to the officer of the de- 
partment in which a vacancy had 
occurred, That officer would 
make the appointment from any 
of the three names. If none of 
the three: persons accepted the 
position or should prove unaccept- 
able to the department officer, an- 
other examination would be given 
to obtain three more certified 
candidates, . 

The rule would provide that no 
applicant shall give as a reference 
a member of the Board of Educa- 
tion or an officer thereof for any 
purpose whatsoever and no of- 
ficer may make an appointment 
to any position unless the appoin- 
tee has been certified by the board 
of examiners. The rule would 
not affect present employes in 
maintaining their positions or 
their promotion to higher posi- 
tions in the same department. 
The board of examiners would 
consist of the chief engineer in 
the building department and the 
assistant superintendent in 
charge of teacher and’ pupil per- 
sonnel, The third man would be 
chosen by the president of the 
Board from a list of three names 
submitted by the secretary-treas- 
urer, auditor and supply commis- 
sioner ffom their department per- 
sonnel, 

Elmore M. Putney, chairman of 
the special committee which pro- 
posed the rule, said “It should 
provide a vehicle by which we can 
operate more efficiently and dis- 
pel the patronage shadow which 
has so long existed and caused 
much concern among board mem- 
bers.” He said that every posi- 
tion in the system is being classi- 
fied and the requirements of the 
position set up for the guidance of 
the examining board. 

A thoroughgoing survey of the 
needs of the school system for the 
next five years and a determina- 
tion of the costs involved in meet- 
ing those needs were proposed by 
a special planning committee also 
headed by Putney. . 

The planning procedure outlined 
by Putney was approved by the 
Board which also approved a re- 
search fund of $10,000 to be used 
by Board members and officers 
in carrying out the investigation 
called for in the survey.

Women Clear Rubble. 


The writer was Introduced, the 
other night to a German woman 
of about 40 who had been a pro- 


| 


fessional singer and pianist and 
who spoke a half-dozen languages. 
Her hands were torn and bruised. 
She explained that she had been 
working all day clearing away 
rubble in a bombed area. This 
task, fit to stagger an army of 
bulldozers, has fallen entirely on 
the women of Berlin. You see 
them in a kind ef bucket brigade 
passing along debris, brick upon 
brick, from hand to hand. 


Before the Americans, British 
and French were admitted to the 
capital the Russians had swep 
off all able-bodied males to clear 
away rubble in Stalingrad, Lenin- 
grad and other Soviet cities, 


Employed in the cloak room of 
one of the officers’ clubs here was 
a German girl in her twenties. 
She was pretty and agreeable, but 
anemic and fragile; she declined 
numerous invitations to dances, It 
appeared her heart had been af- 
fected by.the long years of war 
strain and undernourishment. She 
told me physicians had prescribed 
one of two drugs, cardiazol or 
coramin, but that neither was to 
be had in any Berlin pharmacy. 
The American clinics protested 
that they had no authority to sup- 
ply medicines to Germans. 

One night her place was empty; 
she had telephoned that she was 
too ill to come to work. A few 
days later I was told she had 
died. 

Yesterday morning Berlin 
awoke to the earliest snowfall of

WO of the best vegetable com- 
T binations are cauliflower and 

carrots. Even though good, a 
mixture of any vegetables served 
in one dish is one the the pet 
peeves of a lot of people, They 
have the idea that it is the laziest 
way of getting rid of leftovers. 
The only way to ride that hurdle 
is to bring the vegetables to the 
table in their freshest, most nat- 
ural color and form, A_ whole 
head of cauliflower is lovely but 
it is too big to cook whole and 
retain its best flavor and color. 
The flowerettes are just as pretty 
and can be cooked perfectly as 
can the smal] carrots that we are 
getting these days. The butter 
which is seasoned with onion and 
the chicken bouillon cubes makes 
a wonderful basic sauce for both 
these vegetables and the addition 
of the freshly grated loose shreds 
of cheese to cap the steaming hot 
vegetables attractively arranged 
on the serving dish is a climax 
that will persuade the most stren- 
uous objectors that two vegeta- 
bles can appear at the table ‘with 
all their individual beauty and 
flavor. 


Vegetable Fromage. 


One small head cauliflower, one 
bunch carrots, two tablespoons 
finely chopped onion, two table- 
spoons butter, two chicken bouil- 
lon cubes, one tablespoon hot wa- 
ter, one-half cup grated American 
cheese. 

Separate cauliflower into large 
flowerettes. Parboil in salted wa- 
ter with whole small carrots un- 
til almost tender. Add both with 
the onions to the butter, heated in 
a saucepan. Cover and brown 
slightly over simmering heat un- 
til heated through (about 15 min- 
utes). Dissolve bouillon cubes in 
hot water and add.

That is 
real trouble and tops anything 
else—financial, physical or other- 
wise, and is deserving of our 
moral and financial support to 
the limit. 


There are many other injuries 
almost as bad and it makes us 
realize how little we had to sac- 
rifice at home, though in many 
instances people carried on about 
food and gasoline rationing as 
though the sacrifice was beyond 
human endurance. 


We would be a most .ungrateful 
people if we fail to give to the 
limit and then some more to every 
returning veteran, and to the dis- 
abled veteran “taxation until it 
hurts” should be our goal.

It 
would make them them realize 
how trivial their ailments are. 

Many people suffering from or- 
ganic disease are not to be com- 
pared to the youth who secrificed 
a limb or eye, etc. Appreciation 
of these many and varcied disabil- 
ities is easily forgotten in this 
busy world, but surely there must 
be someone in a position to re- 
mind us constantly of our pledged 
obligation to these fine boys. In 
my opinion, nothing is too good 
for them and money should be 
used to obtain every possible fa- 
cility for restoration back to hor- 
mal or as nearly so as is humanly 
possible. 

Time heals most everything, but 
it must never leave our disabled 
veterans in the land of the forgot- 
ten as it rolls by.

ATLANTA, Nov. 14 (AP)—A 
nation-wide system of power de- 
velopments, similar to the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority, was pro- 
posed yesterday at a_ regional 
meeting of the National Rural 
Electric Co-operatives.

HE Columbia talent faucet has been turned on for four 
T recoras bound to have more than average success. The 

Gene Krupa razor-edge band, currently appearing here, 
does “Chickery Chick,” singing by Anita O’Day, and “Just a Little 
Fond Affection,” with Buddy Stewart vocalizing. Miss O'Day, 
a truly great jazz singer, does remarkably well with the corny 
song, will thrill her fans more with such forthcoming waxings 
as “Tea for Two” and “Boogie Woogie Blues,” Charlie Ven- 
turo's tenor gets a break on the current sides. Weody Herman's 
trombonist, Bill Harris, is responsible for the rugged riff which 
becomes the band’s newest tornado, “Your Father's Mustache.”

Stop Child

TRANGERS should not talk to 
Gentiaren they meet on the 
streets or in public places un- 
less it is evident that the children 
are in trouble and help is needed.

CHILDREN SHOULD be trained 
so that they know how to meet 
friendly advances from a stranger, 
Little ones are taught not to take 
candy, any sort of treat from a 
stranger, and to say politely, “No, 
thank you,” and get away from 
the place and move toward home. 
Older ones are taught to say, “No, 
thank you,” courteously, and to 
ignore the stranger from there on. 
If he persists, they are to say, 
as two little girls waiting in a 
hotel lobby for their mother did 
recently, “We're sorry, air, but we 
are not allowed to talk to stran- 
gers.” That will usually settle 
the matter. If not, the children 
should appeal for help. 

Parents dislike teaching chil- 
dren to shun strangers, We are 
a friendly people. We smile at 
strangers, nod pleasantly as we 
pass, and behave generally as 
though we were friend to all 
mankind. That is our way, but 
children must be protected against 
the few dangerous strangers, s0 
we train them to protect them- 
selves, . 
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SOMETIMES LITTLE children 
wander from home and lose them- 
selves. In their fright they are 
likely to forget their names, ad- 
dresses and father’s name. To 

rovide for this emergency, a label 
enviag this information and the 
house telephone number is sewed 
inside the child'a coat pocket, or 
on some conveniently located 
place, It takes about 15 minutes 
to print the facts on a strip of 
white linen and sew it on a gar- 
ment, but that 15 minutes might 
gave untold distress,

Getting the Most Out of a Turkey 


With a Little Ingenuity Man Can Utilize Everything but the Gobble # 


By the Victory Chef 


HERE'S an old saying that 
T yo can use all of the pig but 

his squeal,” and that phrase is 
just about as applicable to the 
Thanksgiving turkey. Certainly 
the festive bird atages any num- 
ber of curtain calls, all varied in 
presentation—until the final bow 
which results in a steaming kettle 
of rich turkey soup, 


You may have your own pet 
ways of featuring repeats of this 
type, but in case you are looking 
for some new ideas, here are a 
few that have come my way in 
the past, Of course, the first ver- 
sion is that wondezful one of cold 
sliced turkey with hot giblet 
gravy and the remains of the 
cranberry sauce—but after that, 
a@ little ingenuity goes a long way. 


Take, for instance, a turkey 
curry, Chinese style. Heat neatly 
diced pieces of leftover turkey in 
some chicken broth, with half a 
cup or so of celery cut in julienne 
strips. When the turkey has heat- 
ed through, remove it to a hot 
platter, strain the broth and add 
to it a couple of teaspoons of 
curry powder. According to your 
taste, more or lesg may be used. 
Season with salt and a little 
freshly ground black pepper, Put 
& mound of steamed fluffy rice 
on a hot platter. Lay the pieces 
of turkey meat all. around it and 
pour the very hot curry sauce 
over all, Pass separately the usua: 
curry accompaniments — ground 
peanuts, chutney, crisp chopped 
bacon, chopped hard-boiled eggs 
and so on. 


If you have left the legs from 
the turkey, why not devil them? 
Melt a couple of tablespoons of 
butter in a frying pan and add to 
it paprika, salt, pepper, a dash of 
cayenne, a couple of teaspoons of 
French mustard, a couple of table. 
spoons of chili sauce, a tablespoon 
of Worcestershire sauce, Cook all 
together for about five minutes. 
Now take the turkey legs and cut 
gashes in them, sprinkle them 
with pepper and galt and dredge 
them with flour. Put them in the 
frying pan with the butter and 
seasonings and cook them for 10 


and brown. 
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minutes or so, until they are nice 
Arrange them neatly 
on a hot platter. Add half a cup 
of beef stock to the juices in the 
pan, cook for five minutes and 
pour it aver the turkey legs. Serve 
at once. A good green salad goes 
nicely with these, 
x 
HEN you may try grinding the 
Turkey meat fine and using it 
to stuff large mushroom caps 
that have been sauteed in butter 
until brown and not to soft. 
Sprinkle crumbs and a very little 
chese, a bit of cayenne and a dash 
of salt on top of the ground ture 
key, dot with butter and set in the 
oven to brown. Serve with a sauce. 
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There are a few astern Individual- 
ista who do not like turkey and 
who are not afraid to say so. They 
are more than willing to go against 
tradition at their Thanksgiving 
dinner and feature something en- 
tirely different as their main dish, 
Men geem to be given more to this 
independence of taste than do 
women-—~at least, judging from a 
number of my acquaintances with 
whom I have had occasion to cele- 
brate our national feast. 

One of my friends, for instance, 
maintaing that a good baked 
chicken, stuffed with a near-to- 
divine mixture of sausage, oysters 
and chestnuts, enlivened by a good 
dash of aherry, has any turkey 


beaten a mile. Another likes rab- 
bit, done in a casserole with red 
wine, and a side dish of sauer- 
kraut. A third prefers roast pig— 
although there I think he is mak- 
ing a mistake; roast pig should 
be for Christmas or New Year's. 

I must admit, though, that the 
choice of my fourth epicurean pal 
makes me waver in my allegiance 
to turkey. He serves, every year, 
a succulent young goose, accom- 
paca with a sauce that combines

HOULD you care to follow his 
Gexampie. for a change—and an 

excellent one it is, especially for 
very small households who do not 
wish to eat leftover turkey un- 
til the night before Christmas— 
here are his directions for cook- 
ing the goose and the recipe for 
the sauce that makes it the de- 
lectable affair that it is. 

Buy a young goose (the breast 
bone should be fairly flexible and 
your poultry man reliable) and 
scrub and ringe it thoroughly, in- 
side and out. Rub it inside with 
half an onion or half a clove of 
garlic and rub oil lightly over the 
akin. (Not too much—even a 
young goose ia plenty fat.) Mix 
some salt, pepper, sage and flour 
together and lightly dredge the 
goose. Prick the skin so that ex- 
cess fat may run out. Turn the 
wings in and tie them down firm- 
ly. Also tie the legs. Brown the 
goose in a hot oven for 15 min- 
utes. Then reduce the heat to 
moderate and cook the goose for 
about an hour and three quarters 
longer, until it is tender. Baste 
occasionally with the juices from 
the pan. 

The sauce calls for about eight 
green apples made inte a smooth 
apple sauce with the juice of half 
a lemon and about three fourths 
of a cup of sugar. Use ag little 
water as poasible in making the 
sauce. Season it with pepper and 
a pinch of salt and add one cup 
of prepared horseradish. Let all 
this cook together until done, 
press through a sieve for extra 
smoothness and 
pint of cream, beaten very stiff. 
Chill the sauce well and serve it 
very cold with the very hot goose.

O nail a lie seems so natural 
Ton idiom that even the writer 

was surprised to discover that 
it has a story. 

It seems Yogical that the word 
“nail” should be requisitioned for 
phrases to denote fixity; To nail 
one’s colors to the mast, for ex- 
ample, for adopting an unyielding 
attitude. “To nail a lie,” however, 
has a story of its own, 

Signifying the exposure of some- 
thing as false or spurious, this 
phrase was originally “to nail a 
lie to the counter.” The allusion 
was to the practice of shopkeepers, 
in times gone by, to nail to the 
counter counterfeit coins, Hence 
the expression “to nail a lie to the 
counter” to signify its detection 
and supposedly, putting a stop to 
the circulation of the matter in- 
volved. 

The phrase must have been used 
is common speech long before its 
first recorded usage, 4 1842, by 
Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, in his 
“Medical Essays” in this form:

South made only his seven 
trump tricks and suffered a 300- 
point penalty—but East-West 
could not enjoy their “victory” 
when it became evident that 
they had been bilked—or rather, 
had bilked themselves!—out of a 
laydown grand alam in either 
hearts or diamonds, 


East had a perfect record in 
this deal—not one of his three 
calls was correct! First, he should 
have started with his six-card 
diamonds instead of his five-card 
hearts. Second, he should have 
jumped in diamonds (since he 
actually had bid a heart previous- 
ly) instead of redoubling on the 
second round. The absurdity of 
the redouble shows up when we 
visualize what would have hap- 
pened if South, instead of at- 
temping to shut West out—a 
natural and logical attempt, in- 
cidentally—had passed. West 
also would have passed, beyond 
the shadow of doubt, quite satis- 
fied, even delighted to play one 
no trump redoubled with his bal- 
anced hand. Then, tf North got 
the inspiration to pass in turn, 
and to lead spades, East-West 
would go down one, as against 
the grand slam that was so cold 
in diamonds or hearts! 


With a “freak” like East's, to 
employ the redouble was like try- 
ing to kill a mosquito with an 
atomic bomb. It was not East’s 
duty in this case to “show up” 
North's highly shaded double, but 
to reveal his own distribution to 
West. Of course East could and 
should have bid his diamonds in- 
stead of accepting the three 
spade double,
